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ULowell’s budget crisis: Students to pick up slack

The University of Lowell is ap¬ 
proximately 4 million dollars 
short for the upcoming fiscal 
year, 1989-90. The budget was 
cut 9 percent by the state 
legislature earlier this year to 
avoid any new taxes. 

This type of crisis is not new 
to the university though. Back in 
1981 ULowell made a serious 
::-jrjtment to create a first rate 
aniv ersitv. the goal was to reach 
a comparable level with the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst. At that time the ad- 
■hriilinil ii concentrated on 
braiding a quality faculty and top 
:: the line equipment. 

Since that time, ULowell has 
maintained or added every possi- 
r.e accreditation. We now have 
II though some of them are in 
Kfious trouble at present. In the 
years surrounding 1981-82, “We 
played a circle, shuffling money 
from year to year depending on 
what accreditation w-as up for that 
vear.” stated President Hogan in 
a recem Connect or nfterview. 
Accreditations are reviewed 
about every four or five years,

proved greatly, but now we are 
paying for it. President Hogans 
coal was to prove to the Board of 


Regents and legislators that 
Lowell provided a quality educa¬ 
tion and deserved to be at the 
same level as UMass Amherst. 
We have been supported verbal¬ 
ly by both these groups, but un¬ 
fortunately, not financially. 

Right now, students pay a com¬ 
bined average of about $1740 to 
attend ULowell. Students at 
UMass pay an average of $2438. 
An even bigger difference lies 
within the way the state sub¬ 
sidizes the two schools. ULowell 
recieves about $5800 per student, 
while UMass gets $7100 per stu¬ 
dent. “There is no question in our 
minds that we are on the same 
level as Amherst,” said the 
President. 

Immediate problems 

To accomodate the $4 million 
shortfall, President Hogan is re¬ 
questing that several things hap¬ 
pen. First, he is asking the state 
for a tuition increase. This in¬ 
crease would stay right here at 
Lowell to help our situation. 
There will also be an increase in 
fees The total id average about 
$350 per student. If the $350 is 
not made up, either by a tuition 
se. fee increase, or some

lege. ora string of departments,” 
said Hogan at Fee Structure Com¬ 
mittee meeting last week.

quick to add that this would only 
occur as a last resort and would 
not personally make the decision, 
“I will put the gun to our head 
if I have to, But I won’t pull the 
trigger.” President Hogan said he 
would leave that up to the Board 
of Regents. This would be a 
suicidal move for the school. 
Who to blame 

When asked why he thought we 
were in such a situation the Presi¬ 
dent cited a definate lack of com¬ 
mitment from taxpayers. Earlier 
this year there was a bill that 
would have replaced $22 million 
in the budget for higher educa¬ 
tion, it lost by 4 votes. The bill 
would have introduced some new 
taxes. The President also cited 
some states, like New York, 
Texas, and California, who are 
known to have excellent state col¬ 
leges and universities, but also 
have a committment from tax¬ 
payers. The tuition in those states 
averages $1500 per student. In 
other states, like New Hamp¬ 
shire. Pennsylvania, and 
Massachusetts, their higher 
education systems have good 
reputations, but do not recieve the 
same committment from the tax¬ 
payer. The tuition in these states 
averages $2200 to $3600. 

If the $4 million is raised, in 
whatever form, about $1 million 
will go to the library, which

• CPS) - Even as critics are at¬ 
tacking standardized tests with 
fervor, more colleges say they’ll 
soon require students to pass 
competency tests to take upper- 
level courses or to graduate. 

Students at Texas public col¬ 
leges will have to pass basic skills 
tests starting in September. In¬ 
dividual schools, such as Nor¬ 
thern Kentucky University and 
Metopolitan State College in 
Denver, also will start testing 
students next fall. 

Collegians and not a few ad¬ 
ministrators seem to hate the idea. 

“Why aren’t our grades an ac¬ 
curate reflection of what we’ve 
learned,” asked Roger Adams, a 
Northern Kentucky student. 

“It doesn’t bode well for 
higher education,” said Sarah 
Stockwell of Fairtest, a 
Massachusetts test watchdog 
group. 

But, fueled by the six-year-old 
school reform movement, the 


idea seem to be gaining speed. 
Florida, Tennessee and some col¬ 
leges in Georgia already make 
students take standardized tests 
that purport to measure what 
they’ve learned. A survey of 367 
colleges by the Denver-based 
Education Commission of the 
States (ECS) found that half of the 
schools imposed some sort of 
assessment test. 

In recent years students at 
Wayne State and Northeast 
Missouri State universities and 
the universities of South Dakota 
and Maryland have had to pass 
assessment tests to get their 
degrees or to take higher-level 
classes. 

“There hasn’t been a lot of 
positive reaction to assessment 
exams,” admitted Chris Paulson, 
an ECS policy analyst. 

Critics argue such general tests 
often are “culturally biased,” 
that they more accurately 
measure how thoroughly students

have adopted middle-class values 
than how much they have 
learned. 

“Blacks and Hispanics, quite 
frankly, get killed,” said Renee 
Garcia, testing coordinator at 
Miami-Dade Community Col- 
llege in Florida. 

But more schools are imposing 
the tests, if only because politi¬ 
cians see them as a way to gauge 
how well colleges are educating 
students. 

The higher students score on 
the tests, the better the schools 
must be doing at teaching. 

“We think it’s important for in¬ 
stitutions to set priorities and 
goals, and then be able to show 
how they are meeting those 
goals,” explained James Rogers 
of the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools, one of 
seven regional accrediting 
agencies.

(CPS)-Comell University said 
April 3 that the virus created by 
grad student Robert Morris and 
sent out to stall an estimated 
6,000 computers nationwide last 
November was the act of a 
dedicated hacker, not a criminal. 

“It may simply have been the 
unfocused intellectual meander- 
ings of a hacker completely ab¬ 
sorbed with his creation,” a 
Cornell commission probing the 
incident said in its new report. 

Since the affair brought atten¬ 
tion to the problems of comuter 
“viruses” — which actually are 
self-reproducing programs, com¬ 
municated by disks and phone 
modems, that can destroy data or 
slow computer operations, many 
campuses have installed anti-virus 
procedures like screening 
students’ program disks before 
they can be used in campus 
systems. 

Viruses have continued to 
plague some schools, however. 

The Lanthorn, the student 
paper at Grand Valley State Col¬ 
lege in Michigan, was a day late 
getting to press in mid-March 


when a virus, apparently im¬ 
planted in new disk drives the 
paper had just bought, stalled out 
the paper’s four Macintoshes. 

Since the November virus, 
computer systems at Youngstown 
State and Baylor universities as 
well as the universities of 
Oklahoma, Vermont, and 
Houston, among others, have suf¬ 
fered through virus-caused data 
losses and delays. 

Creating the November virus- 
-in fact a computer “worm,” as 
opposed to a virus—was “a selfish 
act,” said M. Stuart Lynn, a Cor¬ 
nell vice president, at a press con¬ 
ference explaining the results of 
the probe. 

The investigation found Mor¬ 
ris, now on a “voluntary leave of 
absence,” had acted alone, and 
determined he had violated cam¬ 
pus rules against “computer 
abuse.” 

Cornell Provost Robert Barker 
said the university, if and when 
it disciplined Morris, would 
follow “usual disciplinary pro¬ 
cedures” that, because of privacy 
laws, would not be revealed.

“These tests are great for 
politicians,” Garcia said. “They 
are something they can unders¬ 
tand very easily.” 

Since 1983, with the release of 
several reports bemoaning the 
state of American education, 
some reformers-most notably 
former U.S. Secretary of Educa¬ 
tion William Bennett-regularly 
called for schools to be more ac¬ 
countable for their actions. 

Bennett annually displayed a 
“wall chart” of average 
Scholastic Aptitude Test scores in 
the states, saying their results 
reflected how good or bad the 
high schools in those states were. 

And college admissions of¬ 
ficers themselves, frustrated by 
the number of college freshmen 
lacking such skills, pressured 
high schools to make students 
take competency tests before 
graduating. 

But the initial reform wave . 
hasn’t always improved educa¬ 
tion, a half-completed study 
released March 28 at the San 
Francisco convention of the 
American Education Research 
Association found. 

“States have focused on more 
manageable reforms,” Rutgers 
University researcher William 
Firestone told the conference. “I 
mean reforms that weren’t too ex¬ 
pensive or complex. Most 
reforms seemed to come out of a 
political dealmaking process.” 

“Politicians are using the 
scores to make some critical deci¬ 
sions” about funding, Garcia 
said. 

As a result, “there’s a lot of 

pressure on the teachers;’ to

recieved a zero allocation this 
year, $1 million will go to the 
puchase and improvement of 
equipment, $1 million to cover 
the increased cost in salaries. It 
should be noted that the increase * 
in the cost of salaries is only in¬ 
flationary, there were no actual 
raises. The remainder of the 
money will be split between part- 
time jobs for students, more part- 
time teachers, and the replace¬ 
ment of many of the sections that 
were cut this year. 

As was noted in the piece that 
ran on the front page of the Con¬ 
nector last week, the college of 
engineering is in big trouble. 
Equipment, some of which is pic¬ 
tured, is the main problem. There 
is not enough, a lot of what we 
do have is not acceptible, and it 
must be to keep these ac¬ 
creditations. 

Long run solution 

Though the future is not 
prticularly bright right now, it is 
not hopeless. The eminent 
restructuring of the entire college 
and university system in 
Massachusetts should work in 
favor of ULowell. No matter 
what anyones personal feelings 
on the name change are, no one 
can debate the potential benefits 
it has for Lowell. Right now, 
ULowell is classified as a 
“Regional University”, a term 
that nobody likes, and a term that 
nobody can define. The re¬ 
structuring will classify ULowell, 
or UMass at Lowell as a “Senior 
University”, something the ad¬ 
ministration has been striving for 
for years. 


change their classes to teach 
students how to do well on the 
tests, not necessarily about the 
course’s subject. 

Nevertheless, such reforms are 
starting to spread up from the 
high school to the college level. 
The tests “are a simplistic answer 
to a complicated problem,” 
charged Fairtest’s Stockwell. 

“Something needs to be done 
before they get here,” said Mike 
Hulbert, president of the 
Students’ Association at the 
University of Texas in Austin. 
“You can’t make up for the 12 
years of poor education before 
college.” 

All Texas collegians will have 
to pass a three-part basic skills 
test before they can take upper- 
level classes. They can take the 
test as many times as they want, 
but each time will cost $24. 

School officials in states that 
have been making students take 
competency tests already, 
moreover, have become fans. 

The Florida program, in place 
since 1984, “has resulted in in¬ 
creased attention to communica¬ 
tions and computing skills in the 
curriculum,” said Patrick Dallet 
of the Florida Postsecondary 
education Planning Commission. 

Some believe students in Ken¬ 
tucky will get used to the tests, 
too. 

“Reforms almost always start 
off hard and tough because 
they’re usually coming down on 
someone, in this case students and 
teachers,” said John Goodlad, a 
University of Washington educa¬ 
tion. at the San Francisco reform 
meeting in late March. 

“But then the soft and tender 
side comes back on stage,” he 
said. 


Additional fees 

Most students that were inter¬ 
viewed did not seem to mind the 
new fees that are to be imposed 
on them. One engineering major 
is quoted as saying, “I won’t 
mind it (the capital equipment 
fee) as long as the money is go¬ 
ing toward my interests.” Most 
others also felt that if they can see 
results from the fee that it would 
not be so bad. 

There are some fees though, 
that students are opposed to. 
There will be a new $25 per 
semester registration fee. It used 
to be $5.75 for each add or drop 
that a student makes. There are 
two questions raised against this 
fee. First is an issue of fairness. 
Wayne DeLuca, a prominent stu¬ 
dent leader, said at the Fee Struc¬ 
tures meeting, “This fee 
penalizes those students who 
prepare their schedules properly 
and on time!” The second issue 
was as to what this money will be 
used for. Dr. Robert Wagner, 
associate Vice-President for 
academic affairs, could only say 
that this fee would improve ser¬ 
vices from the registrars office. 
Exactly how services will im¬ 
prove was never specified. 

The light at the end of this 
miserable tunnel is nowhere in 
sight. For now, students are go¬ 
ing to have to pick up the slack, 
whether they like it or not. The 
University of Lowell has come an 
awful long way, but it also has a 
long way to go. 



Stretching is good for you. 
Since stretching is a slow, gradual 
process it allows time to revitalize 
mentally and physically thereby 
developing patience and poten¬ 
tial. Stretching also increases 
flexibility. It keeps muscles and 
tissue from becoming tight and 
tense, therefore, decreasing the 
risk of injury and soreness. 

Stretching before a work-out 
helps to prevent strains and other 
muscle and tissue problems. The 
human body tends to work more 
efficiently, more safely and at a 
higher level when it is “warmed- 
up.” Physiologically, the core 
temperature within the muscles is 
increased making the muscle 
more pliable and less likely to 
strain. Stretching “readies” the 
muscles. A good stretching pro¬ 
gram matches the sport which 
you participate in, therefore, the 
muscles have a chance to preview 
the activity. 

Stretching after a work-out 
helps to stretch muscles that may 
have shortened due to the work¬ 
out. It also helps remove the 
waste-products produced by 
muscles and tissues during 
physical activity, which are the 
cause of the stiffness, tightness 
and soreness often felt the day 
after the work-out. 

A good stretch is a static 
stretch. You should stretch the 
muscle until you “feel” the 
stretch. The stretch should not 
hurt. The phrase “no pain, no 
gain” does not apply to stret¬ 
ching. During the first 20-30 
seconds you should totally relax 
while you feel an easy stretch. 
Thereafter, (up to 60 seconds) the 
feel of the stretch will become 
more intense but it should not be 
actual pain. Straining into pain 
may lead you to injure yourself. 
The stretch should be released 
gradually. 


NEVER hold your breath while 
stretching. Breathing should be 
slow, rhythmical and under con¬ 
trol. If you are bending forward 
while stretching exhale as you 
bend then breathe at a slow 
rhythmical pace as you hold the 
stretch. If you are having a hard 
time, try counting out loud. This 
trick will force you to inhale and 
exhale thereby helping you to 
keep your breathing under 
control. 

It is also important that you do 
not bounce when you stretch. It 
will increase the danger ex¬ 
ceeding the muscle and tissue’s 
limit of extensibility, therefore, 
increasing the risk of injury. It 
also increases muscle soreness 
and energy consumption. Most 
often, it will set off a stretch 
reflex of the muscle; therefore, 
reflexively causing the muscle to 
contract. 

The following is an outline of 
an ideal stretching program: 

1. stretch: light stretching of 
muscle groups stressed during 
jogging. 

2. jog: over a distance and at 
a pace matched to your degree of 
fitness and the sport 

3. stretch: slowly and 
thoroughly 

4. sport-specific warm-up ac¬ 
tivities 

5. rest period: about 10 minutes 
before participating to regain 
body homeostasis 

6. the event 

7. warm down: about 3-5 
minutes of light activity (i.e. 
walking) 

8. stretch: amount depends on 
intensity and type of event

R.E.M. sells out

R.E.M. at Boston Garden. Sunday, April 16, 7:30 
pm. 

It had been two years since the Georgia-based 
band R.E.M. had played live in this area and their 
followers were anxiously waiting to see what this 
year’s Green tour had in store for them. When 
R.E.M. visited Worcester’s Centrum in 1987, they 
played a set that was more suited to the smaller 
venues which they had been playing since the 1981 
single ‘Radio Free Europe’. The band members ap¬ 
peared to be intimidated by the size of the arena

and the sound was less than optimal. Upon return¬ 
ing to the Centrum on April ninth of this year, 
however, these shortcomings had vanished into thin 
air. One week later, R.E.M. came to the Garden 
for another sold out show. 

For this tour, the boys are taking each arena by 
storm. Their stage set consists of a stage-wide movie 
screen on which humorous commentary as well as 
conceptual footage is projected while the band 
moves about the stage, strobe lights, an illuminated 
drum/keyboard platform, and an array of oddly col¬ 
ored stage lights. They have tapped into a fuller 
sound this time around which, along with the ob¬ 
vious confidence of the band indicates that R.E.M.

can no longer be pigeonholed as a club band. 

The show began with the upbeat ‘Pop Song 89’ from 
their platinum Green LP and featured songs from each 
of the band’s six albums and their debut EP Chronic 
Town. Among the more notable performances were 
such tunes as ‘It’s the End of the World As We Know 
It (And I Feel Fine)’ which was babbled convincingly 
by vocalist Micheal Stipe, the haunting ‘Swan Swan 
H’, the current single from Green ‘Turn You Inside 
Out’, and the beautiful ‘You Are the Everything’. 

More often than not, Stipe spoke to the audience bet¬ 
ween numbers. He explained that the band had played 
at the premiere of an anti-war movie earlier in the day, 
and spoke of the political issues which have always 
been the subject matter of R.E.M.’s music. While these 
serious moments hit home, it was Stipe’s sarcastic 
humor that kept the crowd in stitches. When introduc¬ 
ing the lighthearted single ‘Stand’, he called it “the 
most significant song known to man.’’ 

A number of rarely performed songs gave the show 
an unexpected twist. ‘Pilgrimmage’ and ‘Perfect Cir¬ 
cle’, both from the 1983 LP Murmur , along with other 
early classics like ‘Time After Time’ and ‘Pretty Per¬ 
suasion' reminded older fans of the days when R.E.M. 
was playing such places as the Paradise and the Chan¬ 
nel, but they didn’t sound out of place in the company 
of the more recent songs. 

Sunday night’s concert was thoroughly enjoyable in 
every way and it was proof that once a band is com¬ 
fortable in its environment, it can do wonderful things.

A question of Ethics 

I’m sure that by now many of you have heard about the con¬ 
troversial SGA trip to Florida. There were many accusations 
of poor planning, favoritism, and the fact that a faculty or staff 
member was not present. Some of these may have been valid 
points, some of them may not have. The University of Lowell 
Student Court took the issue under consideration and found 
that, though there was little time available to plan the trip, the 
trip was justified and SGA had done no wrong in organizing 
such a trip. 

The problem now is how other students percieve the SGA 
and how they act. The cartoon adjacent to this editorial pro¬ 
bably depicts students feelings pretty well. Even if the SGA did 
nothing wrong, people think that they did. Their image is 
blemished and only time will heal the wound. I don’t think it 
will really change their effectiveness because the SGA has 
made tremendous strides this year to involve more students 
and do more for those who won’t or can’t get directly involved. 
That can not be taken away. 

The qestion that really faced the SGA was one of ethics. Their 
ethics were questioned by one particular student who had his 
opinion published in this forum last week. The SGA did not help 
their case by not rebutting. By not defending themselves it was 
almost like admitting guilt, even if they are innocent. I spoke 
with people who attended this trip. They did not get great tans, 
they did not spend students money going to Disney World. They 
did learn a lot, and they did come back with some good ideas 
to help the university in the future. One student said that if the 
trip was to the woods of Maine there would not have been such 
a controversy, I would tend to agree. 

A couple of years ago a Reagan cabnet member had some 
pending ethics allegations, they were all unfounded and he was 
proved innocent, but he said, “where do I go to get my reputa¬ 
tion back.” That is what happens in matters like this and it is 
too bad, but I would also rather see students breathing down 
the back of student groups, watching how money is spent and 
raising questions when they feel that there is an issue to be 
addressed. 

There seems to be a big movement in this country to have 
and follow “ethical standards” in both public and private lives. 
We first took notice when Congress rejected the nomination 
of John Tower as defense secretary. It is only ironic that two 
of the people instrumental in his being rejected are also being 
investigated. Sam Nunn is being investigated right now for ac¬ 
cepting payment for speaking engagements that he should not 
have, and everyone knows about Jim Wright. There have 
already been 69 counts of ethics code violations that were set 
down by Congress a few years ago. 

I find it quite hypocritical to have a group of men passing 
judgement on a very qualified man like John Tower when most 
if not all of them are probably guilty of similar things. How many 
times have you cheated on your wife? We would lose about 
have of Congress right there. Have you ever drank too much? 
There goes the other half. 

The point is that we all, including myself, are much too quick 
to pass judgement on others. The SGA seems to have been 
completely justified in organizing this trip, and it also seems 
that it was worth the time and effort and headache to have gone 
through all this. It was good that their motives were question¬ 
ed, but it will not be good if their motives are judged. The SGA 
was challenged to give justificationfor such a trip, they did. They 
have satisfied my questions, they should also satisfy yours.

Drug free act 


On November 18, 1988 Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan signed the 
Omnibus Anti-Drug Abuse Act of 
1988, P.L. 100-690, Title V, 
Subtitle D, Sections 5151-5160. 
Beginning on March 18, 1989, 
the “Drug-Free Workplace Act” 
requires employers who contract 
with, or receive grants from, 
federal agencies to certify that 
they will meet certain re¬ 
quirements for providing a 
“drug-free workplace.” Making 
this certification will be a prere¬ 
quisite to receiving a contract or 
grant from a federal agency. 
Employers that fail to meet the 
drug-free workplace re¬ 
quirements can become ineligible 
to receive further grants or con¬ 
tracts. 

It is the policy of the Universi¬ 
ty of Lowell to maintain a drug- 
free workplace. The unlawful 
manufacture, distribution, 
dispensation, possession, and/or 
use of controlled substances in the 


workplace is prohibited. The 
“workplace” presumptively in¬ 
cludes all University of Lowell 
premises where the activities of 
the university are conducted or 
otherwise under the jurisdiction 
of the University. As a condition 
of employment, all University 
employees are required to follow 
this policy. 

Employees who unlawfully 
manufacture, distribute, 
dispense, possess, or use controll¬ 
ed substances in the workplace 
will be subject to sanctions, up to 
and including discharge from 
employment. 

Individuals who are not 
University of Lowell employees, 
or of the University of Lowell 
Research Foundation, but who 
perform work at the University of 
Lowell for its benefit (e.g. in¬ 
dependent contractors, temporary 
employees provided by agencies, 
visitors engaged in joint projects 
at the University of Lowell,

In order to comply with re¬ 
quirements of the Drug-Free 
Workplace Act of 1988, this 
University Policy is/will be made 
available to all current/future 
faculty, staff, and students, and: 

1. The University of Lowell 
prohibits the unlawful manufac¬ 
ture, distribution, dispensation, 
possession, or use of a controll¬ 
ed substance on University of 
Lowell premises and/or areas 
where activities of the Universi¬ 
ty are conducted. 

2. As a condition of employ¬ 
ment, each employee of the 
University must abide by the 
policy and requirements stated in

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Tipping the scales of

Boston - They were talking 
about real estate. It is, to be 
frank, one of their favorite 
subjects. 

Each of them had a story to tell. 
One had bought a house in 1973 
for $40,000. It had just been 
valued at $265,000. Another had 
a neighbor who sold her house, 
tripling her money in ten years— 
the right ten years. A third 
figured carefully the inflated 
value of his home into his retire¬ 
ment plans. 

They did not brag, these 
couples in late middle age, of 
having had any special prescience 
about a real-estate boom. They 


had put money down on a house 
in the ’60’s or ’70’s and won the 
jackpot of the ’80’s. There were 
no oil wells in their backyards, 
but the homes had made a more 
spectacular return than any 
gusher. 

They simply rode the real- 
estate boom to a certain measure 
of paper profit. The houses they 
chose to live in were also in¬ 
vestments to live off. They were 
now middle-income and house- 
rich. So conversations like these 
make them feel good or at least 
lucky. 

But then the subject turned to 
their children, grown children. 
Could their children afford to buy 
the houses they had grown up in? 
A second set of stories poured 
out, more troubled than the first. 

They had working children 
wholly unable to save a downpay¬ 
ment that might equal the parents’ 
entire first mortgage. They had 
married children who needed two 
jobs to afford what they had sup¬ 
ported with one. Most of their 
offspring were double income 
and house poor. 

To this eavesdropper, there 
was no news bulletin in this ex

paragraph (1). 

3. Any faculty staff, or student 
member of the University com¬ 
munity who is convicted of a con¬ 
trolled substance-related offensee 
in the workplace, i.e., at the 
University of Lowell or in areas 
under the jusrisdiction of the 
University, must report such con- 
vtca o>te tkm tyifiKyriitc Univer¬ 
sity official(s) within five (5) days 
of such conviction: 

a. All faculty and staff so con¬ 
victed must report such convic¬ 
tion to the University Director of 
Personnel; 

b. Students so convicted must 
report such conviction to the Vice 
President for University Life. 

c. In addition, faculty, staff 
and/or students so convicted who 
are employed under, or otherwise 
receive funding support from, a 
federal grant or contract (i.e. paid 
through the Research Foundation) 
must report such conviction to the 
Executive Director of the Univer¬ 
sity of Lowell Research Foun¬ 
dation. 

4. In cases (3)(b) and (3)(c), if 
the conviction is for an offense at 
a site for the performance of work 
done in connection with a specific 
(federal) grant or contract, the 
University is obligated to notify 
the federal agency, in accord with 
the appropriate grant or contract 
regulations, of such conviction 
within ten (10) days of receiving 
the required notice. 

5. In cases where a University 
of Lowell faculty, staff, or stu¬ 
dent has been convicted of a drug- 
related, workplace-related of¬ 
fense, the University will, within 
thirty (30) days of receiving 
notice: 

a. Impose a sanction, up to and 
including termination or 
dismissal, and/or explusion, as 
appropriate, or, 

b. Require, the satisfactory 
participation of the convicted in¬ 
dividual in a drug abuse 
assistance or rehabilitation 
program.

Definitions 

Area under jurisdiction of the 
University—includes all (1) pro¬ 
perty occupied, leased or used by 
the University; (2) property own¬ 
ed, occupied, leased or used by 
the University of Lowell Building 
Authority; and (3) property oc¬ 
cupied or used by any other 
university-recognized 
organization. 

Controlled Substance—means a 
controlled substance in schedules 

I through V of section 202 of the 
Controlled Substances Act (21 
U.S.C. 812). 

Conviction—means a finding of 
guilty (including a plea of nolo 
contender) or imposition of 
sentence, or both, by any judicial 
body charged with the respon¬ 
sibility to determine violations of 
the Federal or State criminal drug 
statutes. 

Employee—elected or ap¬ 
pointed officers or employees, in¬ 
cluding all members of the 
University faculty and staff 
whether serving full or part-time, 
temporary or permanent, com¬ 
pensated or uncompensated. 

Manufacture—the production, 
preparation, propagation, com¬ 
pounding, conversion or process¬ 
ing of a controlled substance. 

Possession—the knowing or in¬ 
tentional possession of a controll¬ 
ed substance; having direct 
physical control over a controll¬ 
ed substance. 

Student—any person enrolled 
in a class or course at the Univer¬ 
sity, whether full or part-time, 
graduate or undergraduate. 

University— The University of 
Lowell, all campuses, including 
the Tully Forum and all leased 
space or space occupied with a 
user permit or license for the con¬ 
duct of University business.

change. These days the economic 
gap between generations is built 
on the private turf of real estate. 
A space has grown between those 
who have houses and those who 
do not. 

More people over 65 and fewer 
people under 35 own their own 
homes these days. In 1977, 11.5 
percent of new home-buyers were 
in their early twenties. In 1987, 
only 4.2 percent of these buyers 
were that young. More than half 
of new mortgages depend on se¬ 
cond incomes. 

The gap grew through the 
vagaries of supply and demand. 
Over the past 15 years, incomes 
fell behind inflation and houses 
sped ahead. Tax breaks have 
gone to those with mortgages, 
and so-called tax revolts made 
generational differences even 
more striking. In California, fam¬ 
ed Proposition 19 froze property 
taxes at 1978 rates-but only for 
those who already owned homes. 
A new neighbor now may pay 
vastly more than the older couple 
in an identical house next door. 

There are other very real ef 


fects of real estate on these two 
generations. Generations find 
common ground in the family. 
There, the house-rich middle 
class increasingly is called upon 
to help its house-poor children. 

I am told that standard equip¬ 
ment for any mortgage lender’s 
office includes at least four 
chairs: two for the couple, two 
for their parents who help 
bankroll the sale. As many as half 
first-time young buyers ar getting 
help from their parents. 

If I am to judge by my listen¬ 
ing sample, these elders feel both 
duty-bound and willing to share 
their good fortune. But another of 
their favorite conversations 
echoes concern about the long¬ 
term dependence of “kids these 
days.” 

The “kids” of 25 and 30 have 
in turn become awkwardly con¬ 
scious of the way that real estate 
has solidified the two-class struc¬ 
ture. The have and have nots of 
their own age are often those who 


either have or have not parents 
with home equity. Those who 
will have or will not have their 
legacies. 

I don’t want to turn a real-estate 
boom into a sociological bust. 
The windfall is a large component 
of an older generation’s improv¬ 
ed economic status. Their in¬ 
dependence is a boon to their 
.children as well. 

But it is also a major reason 
why the scales are tipping, why 
grandparents often live better 
than grandchildren. It’s why there 
is a need to build more affordable 
housing, tax more of the capital 
gains that came to those who rode 
the real-estate boom and allot the 
money to help families buy into 
the market. 

Rising real estate makes for 
great conversation. I can attest to 
that from my listening post. But 
a younger generation is being left 
out of the lucky dialogue. It looks 
as if the family homestead rests 
on very shaky ground.

City Council urges 
reduced toxics use

On Tuesday, April 11, the 
Lowell City Council unanimous¬ 
ly endorsed the Massachusetts 
Toxics Use Reduction Act 
(H. 1929), a proposal designed to 
prevent further pollution by get¬ 
ting industries to reduce their use 
of dangerous chemicals. 

“This endorsement says that 
even the oldest industrial center 
in the country recognizes that the 
era of unrestrained chemical use 
must come to an end,” said Kevin 
Goddu, a student working with 
the MASSPIRG chapter at 
University of Lowell. 

Goddu cited a November 1988 
MASSPIRG study which 
reported that more than 100 
million pounds of toxic emissions 
were recorded in 1987. “Those 
emissions are the source of a 
whole host of environmental and 
public health threats: water con¬ 
tamination, chemical spills, 
worker exposure, and air pollu¬ 
tion,” he added. 

The Toxics Use Reduction Act 
requires heavy industrial users of

toxic chemicals to provide 
process-level inventories and 
plans for reducing their toxics 
use. It also contains strong pro¬ 
visions for worker and citizen in¬ 
volvement, and grants the state 
the power to phase out some of 
the most deadly chemcals. Last 
but not least, the bill establishes 
a Toxics Use Reduction Institute 
at the University of Lowell, 
which will be a source of 
technical assistance for industries 
working to reduce their use of 
toxics. 

The proposal has broad support 
from all levels. HI929 has 128 
co-sponsors in the state 
legislature, and the endorsement 
of more than 90 community 
groups. Goddu believes that the 
recent flurry of municipal 
endorsements-including those of 
Boston and Amherst- will give the 
bill the additional momentum it 
needs to pass through the House 
by the summer recess. For more

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You’re a pain in my leg 


The University of Lowell 
Athletic Training Room often 
sees runners, lacrosse players and 
other athletes hobble in complain¬ 
ing of pain in the front of their 
lower leg. It is often described to 
us as an aching and cramping type 
of pain. The athlete will also often 
admit, rather reluctantly, that the 
pain began about a week before 
but they figured it would go away 
with subsequent workouts. 

This problem is generally 
known as “shin splints”: a sprain 
or rip of a posterior lower leg 
muscle (posterior tibial muscle) 
which holds up the foot arch 
(medial shin stress syndrome). 
Technically, however, it may be 
one of three other conditions: 

1. an inflammation of the bone 
covering the lower leg bone 
(tibial periostitis) 

2. an interruption of the blood 
supply to the three muscles in the 
front of the lower leg (anterior 
compartment syndrome) 


3. a crack of the lower leg bone 
(tibial stress fracture) 

The causes of these condition 
may include faulty posture, fall¬ 
ing arches, muscle fatigue, 
overuse stress, lack of proper 
reciprical muscle coordination 
between anterior and posterior 
aspects of the lower leg and a 
change of running surfaces (for 
example, from a hard basketball 
court to a soft soccer field). 

Medial shin stress syndrome is 
initially recognizable as pain 
which begins 2-3 hours after 
completion of athletic activity. 
The pain is a dull soreness which 
occurs secondary to tearing of 
muscle fibers. With time, the pain 
begins as soon as the athlete 
begins activity. What is happen¬ 
ing is every time the athlete puts 
his/her foot down the posterior 
tibial muscle strains to hold the ch 
up subsequently further irritating 
the shin with every step. This 
muscle works even harder if the 


athlete has flat feet opposed to a 
well developed arch. 

This condition produces pain 
which is induced by activity mak¬ 
ing it an overuse injury. A treat¬ 
ment program consisting of rest 
is warranted. Also aspirin, ice, 
gradual stretching, strengthening 
and protective taping will help 
relieve the pain. Orthotics and/or 
an alteration of the athlete’s in¬ 
dividual running style may, 
however, be necessary to prevent 
this condition from becoming 
chronic. The athlete should, 
therefore, seek advice early to 
help decide what is causing the 
problem and how it can best be 
resolved.
